1. TANZANIAN AMB. BOMANI CALLED, AT HIS REQUEST, ON 
ASST. SEC. MOOSE ON JUNE 29 IN ORDER PRESENT ORIGINAL 
OF LETTER FROM PRES. NYERERE DATED JUNE 19. AFTER EX- 
CHANGING APPROPRIATE COURTESIES, BOMANI ASKED FOR BRIEF- 
ING ON CURRENT AFRICAN PROBLEMS. MOOSE REPLIED AS 
FOLLOWS: 


2. HORN - MOOSE SAID THAT AFTER WITHDRAWAL OE SOMALI 
FORCES FROM OGADEN WE HOPED IT POSSIBLE TO FOLLOW UP WITH 
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TALKS ON SOME FORM OF MEDIATION LEADING TO POLITICAL 
SETTLEMENT. WE CONTINUE TO BE IN TOUCH WITH GOVERNMENTS 
CONCERNED AS WELL AS NIGERIAN FONAFF COMMISSIONER GARBA. 
WE RAN INTO DIFFICULTY BECAUSE ETHIOPIA INSISTED ON 
REPARATIONS AND OTHER CONDITIONS AND SOMALIS HAD SIMILAR 
UNHELPFUL DEMANDS. WHEN MOOSE WENT TO SOMALIA LAST 
SPRING EMPHASIS WAS ON PEACEFUL ARRANGEMENTS WITH NEIGH-

BORS. THIS WOULD REQUIRE LIMITED MILITARY ARSENAL, AND 
WE WILLING TO HELP WITH ARMS FOR SELE-DEEENSE. HE 
REVIEWED HISTORY OE PROBLEM WITH SOMALIS AND NEED TO 
GO BACK TO PRINCIPLES OF ARUSHA AGREEMENT AS WELL AS 
IMPORTANCE THAT DIIBOUTI REMAIN INDEPENDENT. SUBSEQUENTLY 
WE HAVE BECOME INCREASINGLY CONCERNED ABOUT ACTIVITIES 
OE WSLE AND SALF AS WELL AS INDICATIONS THAT SOMALI 
GOVERNMENT CONTINUING TO SUPPORT THEM. ON BASIS EARLIER 
ASSURANCES, WE AGREED TO SEND MILITARY SURVEY TEAM TO 
DETERMINE HOW WE COULD HELP WITH DEFENSIVE WEAPONS, BUT 
BECAUSE OE INCREASING CONCERN OVER SUPPORT FOR OGADEN 
GUERRILLAS, WE NOW ARE HAVING SERIOUS REVIEW OE SITUA- 
TION. OUR POLICY IS CLEAR IN SUPPORTING TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY OE THOSE COUNTRIES, BUT AT SAME TIME WE CON- 
SIDER IT WRONG FOR SOMALIA TO SUPPORT OGADEN DISSIDENTS. 

WE HAVE NO FAVORED SOLUTIONS EOR PROBLEMS BUT IT SEEMS 
THAT SOME DEGREE OE LOCAL CONTROL IN OGADEN AND ERITREA 
WOULD BE USEEUL. MEDIATION IS NECESSARY AND WE HOPE 
OAU WILL MAKE EEFORT TO HELP. WE HAVE BEEN FRANK IN 
OUR RELATIONS WITH ETHIOPIA, ADVISING THEM ABOUT MOOSE 
TRIP TO SOMALIA AND POSSIBILITY OP SUPPLYING DEPENSIVE 
ARMS. THEY ARE UNHAPPY ABOUT THE POSSIBLE ARMS SALES 
AND CONSIDER IT AN UNPRIENDLY ACT. WE ARE DOING OUR 
BEST TO MAINTAIN TIES WITH ETHIOPIA AND ENCOURAGING 
OTHER WESTERN COUNTRIES TO DO SAME. HOWEVER, IT IS 
DIPFICULT GIVEN NATURE OP ETHIOPIAN REGIME, ABUSE OP 
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HUMAN RIGHTS, STATEMENTS AGAINST PRES. CARTER, ETC. 

BOMANI RESPONDED THAT TANGOV HAD RELATIONS WITH BOTH 
ETHIOPIA AND SOMALIA, AND ON DIPFERENT OCCASIONS HAD 
PREVAILED ON ETHIOPIA TO AVOID DISASTROUS ACTIONS. 

TANGOV BELIEVES SITUATION IN ERITREA DIFPERENT PROM 
OGADEN EOR HISTORICAL AND CULTURAL REASONS AND CUBANS 
DO NOT WISH TO GET INVOLVED. MOOSE SAID WE HAVE NO 
INDICATION OF CUBAN COMBAT UNITS FIGHTING IN ERITREA 
ALTHOUGHTHEYWERE PLYING GROUND SUPPORT AND ASSISTING 
WITH COMMUNICATIONS. IN RESPONSE TO QUESTION FROM 
BOMANI ON DEBT'S REACTION TO PROPOSAL BY SEN. DOLE THAT 
WE CLOSE INTEREST SECTION IN HAVANA IP CUBANS DO NOT 
LEAVE AFRICA, MOOSE SAID WE OPPOSED TO PROPOSAL AND HAD 
SUCCESSPULLY ADDED CAVEAT PERMITTING PRESIDENTIAL WAIVER. 
HE PELT IT UNLIKELY, HOWEVER, THAT HOUSE WOULD ACCEPT 
RESOLUTION BECAUSE OP PROCEDURAL REASONS. 

3. ANGOLA/NAMIBIA - MOOSE SAID THAT AMB. MCHENRY'S 
VISIT TO ANGOLA HAD GONE WELL AND WE EXPECTED TO POLLOW 
UP IN VARIOUS AREAS TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OP NETO'S INITIAT- 
IVE. WE NOW STUDYING SITUATION AND WANT TO COOPERATE 
WHERE POSSIBLE. PRIME MINISTER NASCIMENTO MADE GOOD 
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IMPRESSION ON MCHENRY. ONE OE BEST THINGS FOR ANGOLA 
WOULD BE TO HAVE SWAPO ACCEPT PROPOSALS IN ORDER TO GET 
SOUTH AFRICAN TROOPS AWAY FROM BORDER. BOMANI REPLIED 
THAT NUJOMA WAS GROWING INCREASINGLY FRUSTRATED AND 
BOMANI HOPED US WOULD DO SOMETHING BEFORE HE BECAME 
DESPERATE. MOOSE SAID CONTACT GROUP MET WITH SOUTH 

AFRICAN OFFICIALS. WE DO NOT HAVE FULL REPORT BUT FEEL 
THEY WILL NOT AGREE AT PRESENT TO THE REQUESTS PUT FORWARD 
BY THE FRONT LINE FOLLOWING THE LUANDA SUMMIT. AFTER 
CONTACT GROUP FINISHED ASSESSING SITUATION THEY WILL 
TALK WITH PRES. NYERERE. 

4. RHODESIA- MOOSE STATED THAT GRAHAM AND LOW MET WITH 
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NKOMO THAT MORNING IN LUSAKA AND MAIN QUESTION WAS WHETHER 
THERE HAD BEEN SOME LOOSENING OF SALISBURY GROUP'S 
ATTITUDE ON ALL PARTY MEETING. WE THINK SMITH IS READY 
BUT BISHOP MUZOREWA AND SITHOLE RESISTANT. THEY APPEAR 
TO BELIEVE INTERNAL SETTLEMENT IS WORKING BUT THEY MUST 
KNOW THIS NOT TRUE. EVEN MODIFIED ELECTION WON'T SETTLE 
ANYTHING. AT SOME POINT THEY WILL HAVE TO TALK, BUT AT 
PRESENT IT LOOKS AS IF "POT MUST BOIL WHILE LONGER." 

BOMANI COMMENTED THAT UK PARLIAMENT APPEARS VERY MAD 
OVER MASSACRES BUT ATTACK ON FONSEC OWEN NOT AS STRONG 
AS PREVIOUSLY. MOOSE REPLIED THAT OWEN HANDLED SITUATION 
WELL. WE EXPECT SOMETHING WILL HAPPEN IN COMING MONTH 
OR SIX WEEKS, AND WE PLAN KEEP GRAHAM AND LOW THERE TO 
FIND WAYS OF PUTTING THINGS TOGETHER. MASSACRE STORIES 
HAVE ATTRACTED GREAT DEAL OF ATTENTION. ALTHOUGH WE 
DEPLORE ALL KILLING, MURDER OF TEACHERS AND MISSIONARIES 
HAS HAD TERRIBLE EFFECT ON OUR ABILITY TO CONTINUE TALKS 
WITH THE PATRIOTIC FRONT. BOMANI REPLIED THAT MUGABE HAD 
NOT TAKEN PART IN MASSACRES. HE DID NOT HAVE FIRM 
CONTROL OVER FOLLOWERS. ALTHOUGH DIFFICULT TO APPORTION 
BLAME, KILLINGS WERE REPREHENSIBLE. 

5. OAU MEETING - BOMANI SAID THAT THE BIG ISSUE AT THE 
OAU MEETING WOULD BE THE QUESTION OF A PAN-AFRICAN 
SECURITY FORCE. MOOSE STATED THAT THE US HAD NEVER 
SERIOUSLY CONSIDERED PARTICIPATING IN SUCH A FORCE AND 
PRES. SENGHOR DID NOT REQUEST THAT WE DO SO. HE ADDED 
THAT PRES. CARTER DOES NOT WANT TO SPLIT OAU AND WOULD 
WELCOME THEIR CONSTRUCTIVE IDEAS ON RHODESIA AND ANGOLA.

UNHELPFUL DEMANDS. WHEN MOOSE WENT TO SOMALIA LAST 
SPRING EMPHASIS WAS ON PEACEFUL ARRANGEMENTS WITH NEIGH- 
BORS. THIS WOULD REQUIRE LIMITED MILITARY ARSENAL, AND 
WE WILLING TO HELP WITH ARMS EOR SELF-DEFENSE. HE 
REVIEWED HISTORY OF PROBLEM WITH SOMALIS AND NEED TO 
GO BACK TO PRINCIPLES OE ARUSHA AGREEMENT AS WELL AS 
IMPORTANCE THAT DIIBOUTI REMAIN INDEPENDENT. SUBSEQUENTLY 
WE HAVE BECOME INCREASINGLY CONCERNED ABOUT ACTIVITIES 
OF WSLF AND SALF AS WELL AS INDICATIONS THAT SOMALI 
GOVERNMENT CONTINUING TO SUPPORT THEM. ON BASIS EARLIER 
ASSURANCES, WE AGREED TO SEND MILITARY SURVEY TEAM TO 
DETERMINE HOW WE COULD HELP WITH DEEENSIVE WEAPONS, BUT

WOULD BE USEFUL. MEDIATION IS NECESSARY AND WE HOPE 
OAU WILL MAKE EFEORT TO HELP. WE HAVE BEEN ERANK IN 
OUR RELATIONS WITH ETHIOPIA, ADVISING THEM ABOUT MOOSE 
TRIP TO SOMALIA AND POSSIBILITY OF SUPPLYING DEFENSIVE 
ARMS. THEY ARE UNHAPPY ABOUT THE POSSIBLE ARMS SALES 
AND CONSIDER IT AN UNFRIENDLY ACT. WE ARE DOING OUR 
BEST TO MAINTAIN TIES WITH ETHIOPIA AND ENCOURAGING 
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OTHER WESTERN COUNTRIES TO DO SAME. HOWEVER, IT IS 
DIFEICULT GIVEN NATURE OF ETHIOPIAN REGIME, ABUSE OF

BOMANI RESPONDED THAT TANGOV HAD RELATIONS WITH BOTH

PREVAILED ON ETHIOPIA TO AVOID DISASTROUS ACTIONS. 

TANGOV BELIEVES SITUATION IN ERITREA DIEFERENT FROM 
OGADEN FOR HISTORICAL AND CULTURAL REASONS AND CUBANS 
DO NOT WISH TO GET INVOLVED. MOOSE SAID WE HAVE NO 
INDICATION OE CUBAN COMBAT UNITS FIGHTING IN ERITREA 
ALTHOUGHTHEYWERE FLYING GROUND SUPPORT AND ASSISTING 
WITH COMMUNICATIONS. IN RESPONSE TO QUESTION FROM 
BOMANI ON DEBT'S REACTION TO PROPOSAL BY SEN. DOLE THAT 
WE CLOSE INTEREST SECTION IN HAVANA IF CUBANS DO NOT 
LEAVE AERICA, MOOSE SAID WE OPPOSED TO PROPOSAL AND HAD 
SUCCESSFULLY ADDED CAVEAT PERMITTING PRESIDENTIAL WAIVER. 
HE FELT IT UNLIKELY, HOWEVER, THAT HOUSE WOULD ACCEPT

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3. ANGOLA/NAMIBIA - MOOSE SAID THAT AMB. MCHENRY'S 
VISIT TO ANGOLA HADSGONE WELL AND WE EXPECTED TO EOLLOW 
UP IN VARIOUS AREAS TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OE NETO'S INITIAT- 
IVE. WE NOW STUDYING SITUATION AND WANT TO COOPERATE 
WHERE POSSIBLE. PRIME MINISTER NASCIMENTO MADE GOOD 
IMPRESSION ON MCHENRY. ONE OF BEST THINGS EOR ANGOLA 
WOULD BE TO HAVE SWAPO ACCEPT PROPOSALS IN ORDER TO GET 
SOUTH AFRICAN TROOPS AWAY FROM BORDER. BOMANI REPLIED 
THAT NUJOMA WAS GROWING INCREASINGLY ERUSTRATED AND 
BOMANI HOPED US WOULD DO SOMETHING BEEORE HE BECAME 
DESPERATE. MOOSE SAID CONTACT GROUP MET WITH SOUTH 

AERICAN OFEICIALS. WE DO NOT HAVE FULL REPORT BUT PEEL 
THEY WILL NOT AGREE AT PRESENT TO THE REQUESTS PUT FORWARD 
BY THE FRONT LINE FOLLOWING THE LUANDA SUMMIT. AFTER 
CONTACT GROUP PINISHED ASSESSING SITUATION THEY WILL 
TALK WITH PRES. NYERERE. 
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4. RHODESIA- MOOSE STATED THAT GRAHAM AND LOW MET WITH 
NKOMO THAT MORNING IN LUSAKA AND MAIN QUESTION WAS WHETHER

5. OAU MEETING - BOMANI SAID THAT THE BIG ISSUE AT THE

SECURITY FORCE. MOOSE STATED THAT THE US HAD NEVER 
SERIOUSLY CONSIDERED PARTICIPATING IN SUCH A FORCE AND 
PRES. SENGHOR DID NOT REQUEST THAT WE DO SO. HE ADDED 
THAT PRES. CARTER DOES NOT WANT TO SPLIT OAU AND WOULD 
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WELCOME THEIR CONSTRUCTIVE IDEAS ON RHODESIA AND ANGOLA.
